Did Mr. Spencer’s Work. 

During Mr. Spencer's absence in Europe 
Mr. Baldwin was practically the head of 
the Southern. He mapped out the policy 
when the Seaboard began its war last 
July. When Mr. Baldwin came from the 
west to the Southern, it was with the un- 
derstanding that he would be president at 
the end of five years, the period during 
which Mr. Spencer was to manage the 
great property as Mr. Morgan’s represen- 
tative, for the security holders. He has 
made a brilliant record and steps into a 
place which probably any railroad man 
would prefer. 

Mr. Finley a Southerner. 

Mr. Finley, who is coming back to the 
Southern, is a native of Mississippi. His 
old home is at Pass Christian. He got his 
first experience on southern roads and ad- 
vanced rapidly from one position to an- 
other until he was selected by Jim Hill 
for traffic manager of his new system in 
the northwest. The St. Paul climate is 
very severe and on account of the health 
of members of his family, Mr. Finley de- 
cided to come south. Mr. Henry Walters 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, proposed him 
for commissioner of the old passenger as- 
sociation and he was elected at a salary 
of $8,000 a year. Mr. Finley moved to At- 
lanta, President Hill parting with him re- 
luctantly. After a few months’ service 
as commissioner, Mr. Finley accepted the 
third vice presidency of the Southern at 
$12,000 a year. In about six months, Mr. 
Hill offered him $20,000 a year to return to 
the Great Northern and he accepted that. 
The Southern appears to have raised Mr. 
Hill and Mr. Finley will move to Washing- 
ton in ten days. He has a high reputation 
in the west as a traffic man and is unques- 
tionably an untiring worker. Since going 
to the Great Northern, the staff of that 
company has been reorganized. Fle knows 
the heads of repartments in the Southern 
and it is not thought that there will be any 
important changes, as it was not his policy 
before to import men to replace the com- 
pany’s efficient force.

CALLS FORMER WORTHLESS 


Says That the Congressman Should Be 
Defeated This Year. 


ALL PARTIES SHOULD UNITE.AGAINST HIM 


Would Be a Calamity if the Sensa- 
tionalist Were Elected—Letter 
Is Given Out. , 


Gadsden, A'ta., September 4.—(Special.)— 
A prominent member of the populist party, 
and recently a candidate for congress be- 
fore the seventh district convention, is in 
receipt of a personal letter from Taube- 
neck, ¢x-chairman of the peopte’s party na- 
tional committee, in which the latter goes 
for M. W. Howard, the late nominee of 
the populist convention at Birmingham, 
Ala., for congress, without gloves. He 
is merciless in his denunciation of How- 
ard, saying that he a disgrace to his party, 
being thoroughly incompetent and wholly 
inefficient in fulfilling the duties of his of- 
fice, spending his time and practically liv- 
ing at Atlantic City, N. J., instead of be- 
ing in Washington and occupying his seat 
in congress. 

The letter further relates in most em- 
phatic language that instead of earning 
his salary Howard was simply receiving it, 
none of his constituents could ever 
find hint in Washington to transact busi- 
for them; that while living in At- 
lantic City he was perfecting himself in 
elocution and preparing a lecture on ‘‘Mac- 
beth;’’ that while he was at the populist 
National convention Howard's whole talk 
was about the money he expected to make 
On the lecture platform. 

It winds up in a series of strong sen- 
tences in which the writer expresses him- 
self thus: 

“It would indeed be a calamity for the 
people, not alone of the populist party, 
but of the entire district, if Howard is 
elected, and I advise you in the interest 
of the cause of the peopie to do everything 
in your power to encompass his defeat."’ 

The gentleman who is in 
the letter from Taubeneck that 
while at the populist convention Taube- 
neck came to him and told him that though 
he had previously meant the letter to 
of a pr.vate nature only, Howard 
had mrade such an exhibition of himself 
in the convention the letter was at thé 
disposal of the receiver to make public 
as he saw fit. The gentleman states that 
he understands from good authority that 
Howard had been expecting something of 
the kind and has fortified himself with 
certificates from certain Members of con- 
gress, in which all his absences were ac- 
counted for. 

“But,” said the holder of the letter, “his 
record has been hunted up and The Con- 
Sressional Record shows that his name 
was not answered to one-fourth of the 
votes taken in the house, and that plenty 
of evidence will be forthcoming jin the 
Campaign to offset whatever documents 
Howard might obtain from his confreres.” 

The canfpaign will wax hot from now 
on, and Howard will by no means have a 
walkover, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was nominated by acclamation.

Gold Standard Party Selects Headquar- 
ters in the West. 


BYNUM IS IN HAPPY MUOD 


Sey That the Hannacrat Nominees 
Will Get 1,060,000 Votes. 


PALMER AND BUCKNER WILL NOT TOUR 


National Committee Believes They 
Are Too Old To Make Speeches. 
Plans for Notification. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 4.—Chair- 
man W. D. Bynum, of the national com- 
mittee of the gold standard party, an- 
nounced this morning that the headquarters 
will be located in Chicago, with a branch 
in New York. 

This decision was reached at 
ence of leaders in the movement held in the 
quarters of the national committee, in the 
Grand hotel, this forenoon. There had 
been strong talk of locating the head- 
quarters here, and the Indianapolis papers 
this morning announced it as a settled fact 
that the selection of Mr. Bynum meant 
that the headquarters of the sound money 
would remain where it has 
been from the first. No reason for the 
change has been announced, but it is 
probably due to the fact that an Illinois 
man is at the head of the ticket. 

It is conceded by the active men in the 
movement that the main fight is to be made 
in the states of Illinois, Indiana, lowa, 
Kentucky, Miehigan and Wisconsin, and 
Chicago was decided to be the best loca- 
tion from which to direct the compaign. 

Literature will be circulated and speak- 
ers put in the fleld. Both candidates will 
be called upon to make some speeches, 
but no oratorical tour will be attempted. 

General Buckner has been through near- 
ly every campaign in the past forty years, 
and is still a strong and effective speaker. 
His unique personality will, it is thought, 
have not a little to do with the campaign. 
Both candidates are, however, too far 
advanced in years to be able to make a 
stumping tour of the country. 

Mr. Bynum this morning was in a happy 
frame of mind. He said: 

“The success of the sound money 
vention has far exceeded the, most 
guine expectations of its promoters. ] 
consider its achievement the marvel of 
American political history. The organiza- 
tion perfected is no temporary affair. We 
have planted the of true democracy, 
and glorious will be the productive fruit. 
The banner of democracy has been at last 
properly inscribed, and we will gallantly 
march behind it to ultimate success. It is 
my opinion that the ticket nominated yes- 
terday, represening as it does the blue 
and the gray, signifying union forever, 
could not have been improved. The char- 
acter of the two men is beyond reproach. 
They represent true soldiery and honest 
public servants.”’ 

In reply to a question as to how many 
of the states represented in the convention 
will place electoral tickets in the field, 
Mr. Bynum said: 

“I think nearly every state will do so. 
Of course, in a few sections where the 
cause is absolutely hopeless, no electoral 
ticket will be named. We wil] make our 
fight where it will do the most good.” 

Mr. Bynum said that the various state 
organizations would begin operations at 
once, and sound money speakers would 
be supplied om demand. Mr. Bynum was 
asked to make an estimate on the total 
vote the ticket would receive, and he ree 
pited: “‘Although it is too early to give 
any figures of our strength, still. I believe 
1,000,000 votes is a conservative estimate 
of what Palmer and Buckner will receive 
in November.” 

Chairman Bynum this afternoon appoint- 
ed four members of the new national ex- 
ecutive committee of the single gold stan- 
dard party. They are: W. B. Haldeman, 
of Louisville, Ky.; L. C: Krauthof?, of 
Kansas City, Mo.; F. Ww. Mm. Cutcheon, of 
Minnesota, and John C. Bullitt, of Phila- 
deiphia.

“Don’t Worry About Me.”’ 


While Hanye was talking to his friends 
about his death he was asked if he didn't 
desire to be left alone for a while, so that 
he could rest and be better prepared for 
the ordeal which was then but a few mo- 
ments off. 

“Don’t worry about me,”’ said he with a 
composure and coolness that excited the 
admiration of those with whom he was 
talking. “I am alright. It is not for my 
sake that I would shed a tear or say one 
word of complaint that I am to die. It is 
for the sake of my poor old aunt and my 
family that I hate to die. It is for therm 
alone that I have dreaded death. Now ! 
am prepared. I do not need any rest, as I 
am not tired and have nothing to prepare 
for now. 

“If i had deliberately planned 
Will, I believe I would have been 
ble. I Know I would have been a coward 
and wceuil not have been able to look any 
man im the face and tell him I was a 
Christian. But I did not know I had killed 
him, and, before God, I feel as if I am an 
innocent man. | 

“If it had been Will that had killed me, I 
dcn’t think my family wauld have hounded 
him down. I believe they would have go&se 
to the governor and would have asked him 
to pardon the boy if he had been con- 
victed.

Refuses To Eat His Last Meal. 

About 10 o’clock his dinner was carried 
into the cell. The meal was temptingly 
arranged on a tray, and consisted of fruits 
and cake, but he refused to eat, saying 
that he was not hungry. 

“Il don’t bel.eve 1 am hungry,” he said. 
“My time is getting short and it will not 
be long that I wiil have to wait. If ] 
were hungry, | would certainly enjoy that 
dinner, but, then, { will have to decline it.”’ 

AS soon as the dinner tray was sent 
back by the trusty, Hanye resumed his 
Conversation with his friends. 

“I regard my execution as providential,”’ 
Said he. “The Lord had oftered to save 
my soul, but I guess I did not appreciate 
Salvation, and i believe I would not have 
been saved if the Lord had not brought 
me to this place.

After the reading of the death warrants, 
Hanye walked from his cell and stepped 
upon the narrow platform connecting the 
two corridors on the second floor of the 
jail. He wore the bli.ck suit in which he

“Goodby, Arthur,’’ said one of the pris- 
oners, aS Hanye reached the last step. 

“Goodby,” replied Hanve. 

In the office of the jailer had gathered 
a curious: crowd that was eager to see the 
condemned man as he passed through the 
office on the way to the scaffold. Hanye 
searcely looked up, but walked erect and 
steadily. Through the open door he walk- 
ed and out into the latiiced corridor that 
opened into the yard the man walked to 
his death. As he passed down the corridor 
he walked between Dr. Eliis and Mr. 
Warde. When the jail yard was reached 
Hanye walked directly to the scaffold and 
mounted the alone and without a 
tremor. About twenty-five men were in 
the yard, and these were seated at the end 
of the yard and faced t@ scaffold. 

Hanye walked up the steep and 
stood erect upon the trap. Though his face 
was slightly pale, he gave no indication of 
suffering. He was cool and deliberate in 
what he did and said. 

Behind Hanve followed Dr. Ellis and 
Warde, and behind the ministers 
Sheriff Barnes and Deputy Pat 
lough. 

Three Prayers Upon the Scaffoid. 

Hanye took a directly over the 
trap. He wore a Marechal Niel upon 
the lappel of his coat and carried a large 
bouquet of white roses in his hand. He 
wes solid black and wore a 
turn-down collar and black satin bow. In 
his hand he held a straw hat. 

From the scaffold he looked down upon 
the spectators and, ‘even while he stood 
under the noose, he smiled. No sign of 
terror could be traced upon his face and 
not a muscle quivered. 

Dr. Ellis walked to the edge of the scaf- 
fold and prayed that the sins of the con- 
demned man might be all washed away 
and that he might die a triumphant death. 

As Dr. Ellis prayed the audience stood 
with bared heads. Mr. Fred Warde fol- 
lowed Dr. Ellis with a short prayer. 

At 12:05 Hanye stepped upon the center 
of the trap and, turning to Sheriff Barnes, 
asked for the privilege of saying a few 
words, 

“You shall have plenty of time,” said the 
sheriff. “Say just what you desire.”’ 

Hanye then spoke to his audience as fol- 
lows:

Lifts His Voice in Prayer. 

Turning toward Deputy MveCullough, Ha- 
nve said: 

“Pat, I would 1-Ke to offer prayer.” 

Then, with hands folded across his breast, 
Hanye prayed earnestly and fervently. 

“Oh. merciful God, | beg thee to bear 
with me in my last moments, My heavenly 
Father, I beg of Thee when the last 
breath leaves my body that one of your 
angels may bear my Soul to heaven, where 
I may meet my friends that have gone be- 
fore and those that will follow. ‘Oh, most 
merciful God, hear My prayer and receive 
mv soul, | beg of Thee for Christ's sake.’’ 

Then followed the stillness of death. 
Not a sound disturbed the scene. Hanye 
moved backward a step and, extending his 
hand. shook hands with Sheriff Barnes and 
Dr. Ellis and Mr. Warde. He then shook 
hands with Pat McCullough. 

The bouquet of flowers which he carried 
in his hand was handed to Mr. Warde, as 
was also his hat. 

McCullough Adjusts the Noose. 

Hanye then turned and faced the au- 
dience. He stood squarely upon the death 
trap, but never for a moment was he 
nervous or excited. He was the coolest 
man in the yard. Pat McCullough stepped 
forward and began to tie Hanye'’s ankles 
with the leather straps. His knees were 
next tied.

When the word “‘three’’ was pronounced 
there was a sharp sound of the springing 
triggers, the dull noise of the falling trap, 
and Arthur Hanve's body fell a distance 
of six and one-half feet through the trap. 

The body fell like a lead weight. 

There was the swish of the rope and the 
sudden stopping. 

The body swayed in the air. It moved as 
if by involuntary contraction of the mus- 
cles. 

The trap fell at 12:13 o’clock and at 12:28 
Drs. McDaniel and Butler pronounced life 
extinct. 

The body was cut down by Deputy Mc-

HANYE’S CRIME REVIEWED. 


He Plunged a Knife in the Brain of 
His Friend Spinks. 

It was on Saturday, March 7th, last, when 
Arthur Hanye killed his friend, Will 
Spinks. The fatal encounter occurred in 
a barroom opposite the police’ station, 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Spinks was in the saloon conversing with 
a friend, J. M. Dunlap, when Hanye en- 
tered the place and addressed Spinks in 
familiar words of greeting. Hanye was 
drinking at the time, and he spoke to 
Spinks In a manner which offended the 
latte Hanye cursed Spinks and then 
turnéd to the front door, as if he intended 
to leave the saloon. Witnesses of the af- 
fray say that Hanyve walked to the door 
and opened his Knife, and then returned 
to the bar and renewed the dispute with 
Spinks. The two men quarreled a moment 
when the lick was passed, and in the 
scuffie the deadly plunge of the knife in 
his temple gave Spinks his death wound. 
The officer who searched Hanve took from 
his pocket the knife, but Hanye protested 
that he had not cut Spinks, and knew 
nothing of it. Hanye was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 

Spinks lived nearly forty-eight hours, but 
never spoke after tne knife was plunged 
into his head. The keen blade entered the 
brain of the young man, and he was re- 
moved from the saloon almost a maniac. 
Hanve was tried in the superior court 
before Judge Candler. The jury returned a 
verdict of guilty of murder, without rec- 
ommendation, and Hanye was sentenced 
to be hanged. His attorneys, Messrs. 
Austin and Park, appealed the case to the 
supreme court, but were denled a new 
trial by that tribunal. The case was then 
taken before the governor, and after sev- 
eral weeks Hanye was respited_ until 
August 2Ist. Just before that day the new 
evidence of Watt Gantt was discovered, 
and another respite was granted. A few 
days ago Governor Atkinson finally de- 
ciined to interfere in the case, and yester- 
day Hanye suffered the penalty prescribed 
by the law for his crime. The crime at- 
tracted little attention at first, and it was 
not until the jury convicted Hanye of 
murder in the first degree that general 
‘nterest was manifested in the case. It 
was believed by many that the verdict 
would not be stronger than manslaughter, 
and when it was brought in, the city was 
taken by surprise. While the case was 
pending before the governor, a _ petition 
signed by 3,000 citizens asking for com- 
mutation of Hanye’s sentence to life im- 
prisonment was presented and a strong 
appeal was made for the life of the con- 
demned man. The mass meeting at the 
courthouse Thursday afternoon in Hanye’s 
behalf added a chapter to the unusual 
ease, and it will be remembered as one of 
the most remarkable murder cases of re- 
cent yvears.

It will be observed that the dispatch 
is explicit: “Warner points out.” Now 
the fact is what Warner points out is 
something that neither he nor any other 
man has ever seen—the increase of the 
comforts of laborers as the result of 
falling prices caused by the appreciation 
of currency. Falling prices caused by 
improved processes of production, are 
profitable to both producer and wage- 
earner, for the improved processes en- 
able those who employ capital in produc- 
tive industry to earn larger profits al- 
though prices are lower. But when 
prices are falling because of the appre- 
ciation of money, those who employ 
capital, as well as those who work for 
wages, are bound to be hurt, and that 
very seriously. 

There is -not. a wage-earner in the 
United States today who can say that

his present condition and his prospects 


are as good or as promising as they were 
five years ago, when the country had an 
expanding currency. Producers are 
obliged to sell their goods for smaller 
profits, and this, in turn, compels the 
reduction of expenses. 

Take the case of the Fal! River cotton 
mills. The statement is current, though 
how much truth there is in it we do 
not know, that they have just declared 
a dividend of 20 per cent.: But it is cer- 
tain that they have not earned this 
large dividend by the sale of their goods 
at present prices. If they are net pay- 
ing the dividends out of an undivided 


& . p 
surplus, they have earned it by getting 


rid of a number of their operatives, by 
TUnnINg on half time, and by giving 
their operatives compulsory vacations. 

It is trne that in the United States the 
trades unions and federations exert con- 
siderable influence in preventing a re- 
duction of wages, and vet, during the 
past five years there has been a _ re- 
duction of wages. In other words. em- 
ployers in nearly all lines of produe- 
tion have’ convineed even the labor 
unions that they would weleome the 
shutting of their doors as the result of 
a strike. They have not tendered. this 
information directly, but they have de- 
monstrated where they stand by dis- 
charging a large percentage of their 
employes, and by running on half time. 
Is a laborer earning as much when he 
is working on half time and taking com- 
pulsory vacations-as he is when he is 
employed day after day the year round? 
The rate of his wages may not be cut 
down—he may receive the same pay for 
the same amount of work—but his earn- 
ing capacity is seriously reduced. 

An employer may boast that he has not 
reduced wages, but what happens if he 
has reduced the amount of work by 


running his machinery on half time? It | 
| well as by

may be claimed on behalf of the gold 
party that to discharge a laborer does 
not reduce his wages. If pushed to the 
rall we have no doult that Mr. Warner. 
who “points out’’ with such compla- 
cency, would also point out that the 
great army of men in this country today 
who cannot dispose of their labor be- 
cause there is no demand, are more 
comfortable than they have ever been. 
They are leading lives of leisure. and, 
although some of them may be on the 
point of starvation, they have an op- 
portunity to read the newspapers and 
improve their minds. 

It is also claimed on behalf of the 

gold syndicates that falling prices en- 
able a workingman to buy more with 
the dollar he earns than ever before. 
But retail prices have not fallen as rap- 
idly as wholesale prices. The working- 
man who has a dollar to spend at the 
corner store can get very little more for 
it than he could five years ago. Wheat 
has fallen in price by more than one- 
half, but the price of a loaf of bread has 
remained about the same, and so with 
taxes and other necessities. 

Then there is a good deal of fallacy in 
regard to what is called “fixed salaries.” 
But how many salaries in this country 

*are really fixed? Those that are provid- 
ed by law, and those of the officials of 
the great corporations, who fix their own 
Salaries. All other salaries may be said 
to be amenable to the effects of falling 
prices and an appreciating currency. It 
it only a question of a very short time 


when these salaries will crumble under 


‘the biighting influence of the gold stand- 
rd. The earners of both salaries and 


their talents and labor than they are 
when four or five idle men are compet- 
ing for their places. 

It is contended that wages would not 
rise as rapidly as prices under bimetal- 
lism. The contention would have been 
true fifty years ago; but the power of 
the labor unions to prevent a disastrous 
fall of wages during the past five years 
can be just as successfully exerted to 
raise wages when prices and profits re- 
store prosperity. 

The Constitution does not believe that 
the wage-earners can be deluded by the 
organs of the money power. 


Aeon 
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zi Hung on the Christian Religion. 

Of even greater significance to the peo- 
ple of this country than the royal mes- 
sage ef friendship which he delivered a 
few days ago from the emperor of Chi- 
na, is the attitude of the great oriental 
ambassador toward the Christian mis- 


sionaries Who are now resident in the 
empire. 

During the present week a delegation 
of some thirty ministers, representing 
all the evangelical branches both north 


and south, called upon the viceroy at his 
handsome quarters in New York City. 


The object of this visit was to express 
to the ambassador, in a formal way, the 
gratitude of the peaple of this country 
for the uniform Kindness which he had 
shown to missionaries in China, and also 
to bespeak for them his continued pro- 
tection. 

Li Hung Chang was deeplv affected 
by this ministerial visit, and in reply he 
stated that he was glad of the opportu- 
nity which his office gave him of show- 
ing favor to the missionaries in ex- 
change forthe priceless blessings which 
they eonferred upon the empire. Speak- 
ing of the unselfish motives which in- 
spired these Christian laborers Li Hung 
Chang observed: 

They have not sought for pecuniary 
gain at the hands of our people and their 
labors have had no political significance, 
They have started hospitals and dispen- 
saries and-have labored to save not 
only the sculls, but the bodies of our 
countrymen. They have also tried to 
eradicate the use of opium, which is the 
greatest curse of our land, and for this 
the emperor is truly grateful. In my 
own name I must tender you my best 
thanks for your most effective prayers to 
God to spare my life when it was imper- 
iled by the assassin’s bullet, and for the 
kind wishes which you now express for 
my people. 

Spoken in a voice of deep tenderness 
words of the great ambassador 
ereated a profound impression upon his 
hearers. Though firmly grounded = in 
the traditional faith of his native land, 
it was evident that he had great respect 
for the moral teachings if not the theo- 
logical doctrines of the Christian reli- 
gion. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note the comparison made by the vice- 
roy in the course of his remarks be- 
tween the religion of this country and 
that of China. Said he: 

So far as IT have been able to appreci- 
ate Christianity does not differ greatly 
from Confucianism, as the golden rule 
is expressed in a positive form in one, 
while it is expressed in a negative form 
in the other. Whether these two forms 
of expressing the same truth cover ex- 
actly the same ground or not I leave to 
the investigation of those who are more 
philosophically inelined. It is at present 
enovgh to conclude that there is not 
much difference between the say- 
ines of the two greatest teachers or the 
foundations on which the two religious 
are built. 

Li liung Chang's idea of religion 
is purely one of morals. On this account 
he feels kindly disposed toward the mis- 
sionaries in China and is disposed to en- 
courage the work in which they are en- 
gaged. If he represents the great em- 
pire back of him in his views above 
quoted, a glorious field of possibility 
is opened up to the zeal of the Christian 
missionary. 
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The Dauntless and Her Men.

he people of this country are prac- 
tically-a unit in favor of Cuban inde- 
pendence, and they are in favor of any 
action that would aid the Cuban pa- 
triots in freeing themselves from the 
rule of their Spanish oppressors. The 
American people feel and know that 
the struggle in behalf of local self-gov- 
ernment in Cuba is one that ought to 
command the sympathy and support 
of every man who holds in honor the 
patriots who inaugurated and success- 
fully carried out the struggle for Amer- 
ican independence. 

This feeling is so strong and so unan- 
imous that it was reflected in both 
houses of congress, which prior to their 
adjournment, passed resolutions recog- 
nizing the Cuban patriots as belliger- 
ents.

He is not in favor of 
Cuban independence if it is to be won 
by the aid of American recognition. The 
selfish interests that alone have had 
his ear since 1893 were afraid that if 
the belligerency resolutions were signed 
by the president, Spain would declare 
war, gold go to a premium, and some 
of their precious investments would be 
lost.

“Seab Wright's speech in Macon lost 
him hundreds of the negro votes,” said a 
prominent negro politician to a Macon 
Telegraph reporter. “We have organized 
a republican club out on the Columbus 
road of 150 or 200 members, every one of 
whom has paid his tax and registered, and 
every one of whom has pledged himself to 
support Governor Atkinson and the other 
democratic candidates who have no re- 
publican opposition. Of course we will 
have to support our own candidates, but 
we will never cast our vote for the pop- 
ulists."’

Among the callers at democratic congres- 
sional headquarters this week was Mr. Jo- 
seph Button, clerk of the Virginia senate 
and secretary of the state democratic com- 
mittee. Mr. Button gives a glowing report 
of the outlook for democratic success in the 
Old Dominion. 

“It is a very difficult thing,’’ said he, ‘“‘to 
figure upon majorities so far in advance, 
but there seems to be no doubt of its equal- 
ing, if not exceeding, the majority given for 
Mr. Cleveland four years ago. Mr. Cleve- 
land's plurality over Harrison was upward 
of 50,000, and his majority over Harrison 
and Weaver was 38,000, notwithstanding the 
fact that his financial policy Was very un- 
popular in Virginia and in direct conflict 
with the views of the democratic party of 
the state as expressed in their various plat- 
forms for many years past. 

‘With the exception of some bolting in the 
cities, the party is in better shape and more 
enthusiastic than it has been for years,”’ 
continued Mr. Button. “I have’ visited 
every county in our congressional district 
except two, in the capacity of chairman of 
the district committee, and I have never 
seen it in better shape. The disaffection is 
very small, while we have gained many re- 
publican and populist vores. The nominee 
in that district, State Senator H. D. Flood, 
is one of the boldest and most aggressive 
young democrats in the state. His career 
has been a series of political successes. Al- 
though not yet thirty-one years of age, he 
has been elected twice to the house of dele- 
gates, twice to the senate and twice elected 
commonwealth’s attorney of his native 
county. He has the distinction of never 
having been beaten by a political opponent. 
He is making an active canvass and will be 
elected by a large majority.”’ 


Speaking of Senator John W. Daniel, who 
will figure as one of the most conspicuous 
leaders in the present campaign, Mr. But- 
ton continued: 

“[ saw Senator Daniel in Lynchburg yes- 
terday in regard to the campaign and he 
will take the stump as soon as he gets 
through the trial. af the law case that took 
him to England, which will be next week. 
He returned home last Sunday in the best 
of health, after a six weeks’ sojourn abroad, 
during which time he gathered a great deal 
of data which will be a valuable contribu- 
tion to the silver cause. He brought with 
trim several English silver. pieces, among 
them the rupee of India, of which we hear 
so much. This little coin passes in India 
for its face value, which is about 40 cents, 
and will buy there now, as it always has 
done, a bushel of wheat. The English gov- 
ernment buys our silver bullion at 68 cents 
an ounce and coins it into rupees, and, by 
putting its stamp upon it, doubles its value. 
This, of course, brings the agricultural pro- 
ducts of India in direct competition with 
the products of our farms. Thus it is seen 
why England desires to further reduce the 
price of American silver.’’ 


Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
State for the colonies of Great Britain, ar- 
rived in New York iast Wednesday morning, 
accompanied by his wife. ‘‘The idea that 
l came to America to meet Secretary of 
State Olney,’ said he, “and to confer with 
him about the Venezuelan matter, or with 
any other purpose, is not so. Indeed, 1 
have no appointment with Mr. Olney, nor 
have I any advices as to his location or 
movements. My visit is purely a personal 
and domestic affair. I am bringing Mrs. 
Chamberlain to her father and mother at 
Danvers, near Boston, Mass. 

“The Venezuelan matter is not in my de- 
partment, though, of course, I am interest- 
ed in British Guiana as a British colony.. 
Lord Salisbury is in charge. It rests en- 
urely with him, not with me.”’ 

Continuing, he said: 

“I don’t think there is a man in Great 
Britain who wants to fight. It would be a 
terrible calamity, much to be deplored. I 
trust that the Venezuelan matter will be 
amicably adjusted. Of course, the action of 
the commission founded by the United 
States government it not and cannot be 
binding. As Mr. Cleveland himself says, 
the findings of the American commission 
are not binding, but we should look for 
their report with as much interest as you in 
the states, and hope that it will shed such 
a bright light on (he whole matter in dis- 
pute that the affair can be readily and easi- 
ly adjusted to the satisfaction of both 
sides.’’

AUGUST BUILDING REPORT IN.| 


Inspector Pittman Makes a Good Show- 


ing for Last “Month. 

Buftding Inspector Pittman completed his 
monthly report for August yesterday morn- 
ing. The report shows that the month of 
August was an average building month. 
During the entire month of August sixty- 
three permits for buildings were granted. 
The buildings called for by these permits 
were erected at a cost of $103,035. 


‘+ The month was one of the best months 


for dwelling houses that the city has ever 
experienced. Thirty permits were granted 
for frame dwelling houses to be erected at 
a cost of $56,650. Twenty-six permits were 
granted for additions agd alterations to 
buildings, to cost $38,285. Permits for two 
brick buildings were granted. They are 
stores and were ercted at a cost of $4,050. 
Two permits were granted for wooden 
stores to be erected at a cost of $600. Six 
permits were granted for miscellaneous 
buildings to cost $3,350. 

The sixth ward came out ahead this 
month, and more buildings were erected 
in this ward and more money expended for 
building purposes in it than in any other 
ward. The number of permits for the 
sixth ward was thirteen, and the cost of 
buildings, $31,145. 

Building Inspector Pittman is well pleased 
with the month of August, and expects that 
September will be even a better month for 
building than was August. A large num- 
ber of fine residences will be erected in 
various parts of the city during this month.

TAILURES SHOW AN INCREASE. 


Advance in Price of Wheat and Cotton 
Has Good Effect on Business. 
New York, September 4.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that there is a somewhat 
better feeling among wholesale merchants 
as to the prospects for autumn trade in 
seasonable goods. This extends to some in- 
dustrial lines, notably iron and steel. De- 
mand for shoes from western jobbers is 
more active than at the east, and the dry 
goods trade regard the result of the auc- 
tion sale of spring goods at New York as 
fairly satisfactory. Notwitstanding a 
continuation of high rates for money, with 
restricted discounts and fewer time loans, 
there is a better feeling in financial circles. 
The most notable increase of sales of 
seasonable goods has been at Chicago, 
mostly among dry goods and hardware 
jobbers. St. Louis also reports a moder- 
ate gain in demand, as does St. Paul, 
where a state fair has attracted visitors. 
Baltimore's wholesale trade is checked by 
restricted bank credits, but is still larger 
than one year ago. At the south relative- 
ly the most active demand is at Charles- 
ton, Augusta, Birmingham, Nashville an@ 

New Orleans. . 

The more encouraging feature as to the 
movement of prices lies in advances of 
quotations for wheat, higher prices for 
iron and steel at Pittsburg and Chicago, 
and a fufther appreciation in quotations 
for cotton on renewed reports of damage 
to the crop,. Petroleum and leather are 
also higher. Lower quotations are reported 
for corn, oats, lard, sugar and coffee. 

Further damage to the Texas crop !s 
reported, and the outlook for business i!n 
that state is less attractive. At Detroit, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Milwaukee, Duluth and Minneapolis there 
is no change from the dullness and. con- 
servatism which have marked preceding 
weeks. Trade on the Pacific coast except 
in certain export lines is of small volume. 

There were 236 failures throughout the 
United States reported to Bradstreet’s this 
week, sixteen more than last week. The 
total one year ago was 184. 

Pank clearings showed no marked change, 
the total being $827,000,000 this week for 
cities throughout the United States, an 
increase of 10 per cent over last week, 
but a decrease of 10 per cent from the like 
week one year ago. 

Dun & Co.’s Report. 

New York, September 4.—R. G. Dun & 
Co. will say tomorrow. in their weekly re- 
view of trade, that fa‘lures have been for 
the week 334 in the United States, against 
186 last year, and 31 one for Canada against 
38 last year. 

There is a distinct Increase of confidence, 
fue iargely to the continuing and heavy 
imports of gold, which have put an end 
to monetary anxiety, and also to poMtical 
events, which are closely watched. While 
it does not yet start more mills and facto- 
ries than are closing for want of work, it 
crops Out in heavy spéculative purchases 
of iron, wool and some other mate- 
‘ials by experienced men who belicve that 
a revival of business is not far off, and for 
the first time in nearly two months a 
slight upward turn appears in prices or 
manufactured products. 

The same spirit appears in speculation. 
Stocks rose an average of $2.08 for railways 
and $2.01 for trusts, with considerable cov- 
ering of sborts. 

Wheat had suddenly risen a week ago, 
but reacted with better crop news until 
Thursday, when another advance came of 
l per cent, making the net decline for the 
week 15% cents. Western receipts contin- 
ued large, 5,215,706 bushels for the Week 
against 4,050,104 last year, making the in- 
crease since July ist about 12,000,000 or 53 
per cent. Atlantic exports are also large; 
flour included 2,032,968 bushels against 1,347,- 
s02 last year, a gain of 69 per cent. Gloomy 
stories find little support in such returns, 
Corn has reached at Chicago the lowest 
point ever touched—20 cents in 18ti—ana 
has again broken all records here, declin- 
ing to 25% cents, at which it closed. Cotton 
feil to 7.87 cents, but with revival of con- 
fidence rose to 38.50, although the prospect 
is clearly more favorabie than some weeks 
ago. Jestimates are still very wide apart,

crop at 7,757,346 bales, whereas official and 
unofficial predictions a year ago were 40U,0yu 
to UW0,000 bales smaller.

MORTGAGE COMPANY GOES UP.

Topeka, 

Topeka, Kas., September 4.—United States 
District Judge C. G. L. Foster this forenoon, 
upon the application of the Girard Life In- 
surance, Annuity and Trust Company, of 
Philadelphia, placed the J. B. Watkins Land 
and Mortgage Company, of Lawrence, in 
the hands of M. Summerfield and J. B. Wat- 
kins, of Lawrence, and John F. Switzer, of 
Topeka, as receivers. The liabilities are 
$4,500,000, consisting chiefly of debenture 
mortgages on Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and 
Texas farms. 

The. particular claim upon which suit was 
instituted was for $48,000 debenture bonds, 
upon which the interest has been defaulteg 
since 1895. Samuel Bishop, of Lawrence, at-

The company has been struggling for its 
existence for eight or ten years. In 1888 it 
was put into a receiver’s hands, but four 
years later it was turned over to its owners 
again with Mr. Watkins as president.

PROF. E. L. CHEW FAVORS HIM

Declares That the Colored People of 
the State Should Vote for Him 
for Governor. 


The real leaders among th® negroes, al- 
most without exception, are for Atkinson 
for governor. Hardly a prominent member 
of the race can be found in the populist 
column. 

Professof E. L. Chew, of the city public 
schools, is a strong supporter of Governor 
Atkinson, and he gives substantial reason 
for his position. 

“The republican party of the state,’’ said 
he, “having put out no state ticket, the col- 
ored voters are left free to select from 
those offered for the governorship the 
man who will make the best governor and 
give him their support. 

“We are weak and need defense; as a 
class, ignorant and need education; poor, 
and need the opportunities to acquire prop- 
erty. All these blessings are found under 
good government. We are sometimes call- 
ed an ungrateful people, and we certainly 
are a race much given to complaining. Are 
we as open to the manifestations of grati- 
tude as voicing complaint? In choosing a 
man to whom we give our votes, we have 
now an opportunity to show that we have 
in us the gratitude which will cause us to 
accord to the meritorious discharge of 
duty as speedy and hearty sanction, ap- 
proval and indorsement as we would give 
criticism, complaint and repudiation for di- 
reliction of duty ‘and violation of obligation. 

‘There is no higher ideal of a governor 
than that which pictures him the free, un- 
controlled, untrammeled governor of all 
and for all the people; a just man, stern 
and relentless in his opposition to lawless- 
ness and mob violence; a loyal man, up- 
holding the law and guarding the constitu- 
tional rights of all the people; a fearless 
man, who will arrest with his strong and 
steady hand a powerful combine of con- 
vict lessees and draw them up before the 
bar and carefully investigate the treat- 
ment of that unfortunate class, the crim- 
inals, and stand as the protector of the 
convict from the ill-usage of the prison 
guards and bosses; an impartial man, who 
will respite a poor old negro to restrain 
the iaw from claiming a victim while a 
doubt of guilt remains, or to pardon a 
young negro charged with a foul offense 
about whose guilt there were grounds for 
grave doubts, or to pause before a danger- 
ous operation to give liberty to a poor col- 
ored man; a conscientious man, who would 
refuse to interfere with the course of the 
law for a man for whom pleas came from 
hundreds of citizens in every walk of life, 
because he knew from the evidence that 
the man was guilty before the law; a friend 
for education for all the children, who sur- 
rounds himself with able workers and to- 
gether with them goes into the work with 
so much enthusiasm and vigor as to give 
an unparalleled impetus to the movément 
and accomplish an incredible amount of 
good: who advocates the better training 
of teachers for the colored youth of the 
state at the expense of the state; who, 
with the state school commissioner, is 
laboring that every child in the state shall 
go to school in a good schoolhouse, mas- 
tered by a competent teacher working at 
a good salary; a modest, unassuming, ap- 
preachable man, easily reached by the hum- 
blest citizen, so kind that the most timid 
is encouraged to make his plea; a coura- 
geous, chivalrous man like the paladins of 
old, fit champion for the deserving poor 
and weak and a dangerous adversary to all 
that is wrong, however powerful. 

“This is a high conception of what the 
governor must be, but W. Y. Atkinson, our 
present governor, fills the conception and 
realizes the ideal. Hiis two years have 
given us an insight into the character of 
this noble, just, sympathetic, courageous 
and conscientious man, and must convince 
us all that he is the man for us to sup- 
port. 

“He is the exponefit of good government, 
the champion of education for all the chil- 
dren, the protector of the weak and the 
friend of the colored man, and ag such we 
ought to vote for him to a man and give 
him a hundred thousand majority. We can 
thus show gratitude for his kindness and 
gain an added interest in his administra- 
tion and secure for ourselves a continua- 
tion of the blessings of good government 
which we now enjoy.”

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NOW FOR LOCAL RATES. 


Siate Railroad Commissioners Wil] 

Look Into the Matter of Reduction. 

Georgia’s state railroad commission will 
take a hand in the rate war next week. 

On next Thursday, September 10th, the 
board will look into the question of reduc- 
ing local rates in the state to correspond 
to the cut threugh rates from the east. 
Notices were sent out yesterday to all 
the railroad officials who are likely to be 
directly interested. 

Agents of the associated lines hardly 
knew yesterday where they stood. The 
Southern railway had a tariff out cutting 
rates from Paltimore and Virginia ports 
to Atlanta 23 per cent. There were no 
authorized rates anywhere showing a re- 
duction on the through rate from New 
York, but freight from Atlanta to that 
city can be brought here on a combination 
rate, as explained in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, for about $0 cents. . 

Commissioner H. 8S. Haines, of the South- 
ern States Freight Association, is expect- 
ed back this afternoon. There will probably 
be another meeting of the executive board 
next Monday or Tuesday. It will be held 
in Atlanta. The higher officials of the as- 
sociated lines are spending about half 
their time attending to meetings. 

A telegram received from Charleston, 
S. C., yesterday said that Colonel Smythe, 
the attorney for the Port Royal and Augus- 
ta, was off up in North Garolina somewhere 
looking for Judge Seymour, a United States 
district court judge. As Colonel Smythe 
obtained the injunction in July from Judge 
Simonton, it was thought that maybe he 
was out after another injunction. .The 
understanding is that through rates are to 
be cut only into Atlanta, and that rates 
for points beyond will be made by adding 
the local from this city. 

The roads will have to be very careful 
to observe the long and short haul law, 
as one of the penalties for violating that 
is a term in the penitentiary. General 
Superintendent McBee, of the Seaboard, 
who was here yesterday, stated that his 
company intended to observe that law to 
the letter. 

“It is all a mistake to imagine that we 
are at war with anybody,” he remarked. 
“Our motto is ‘Peace on earth, good will 
to men.’ We are going along quietly and 
will observe all the laws. If the state com- 
misstoners think it is wise to reduce local 
rates, all right. Of course all the roads 
will be treated alike, and then nobody can 
complain of discrimination, We never have 
charged within 10 per cent of the maximum 
allowed by the Georgia commission. If 
the board reduces the locals, it will, of 
course, reduce from the maximum and not 
from the actual rate in force.” 

Chairman Trammell’s notice to the rail- 
way officials to be present on September 
Mth reads as follows: 

‘Information having reached the railroad 
commission that the through rates hereto- 
fore existing from eastern points to certain 
points in this state have been 
reduced by the railroads 33 per cent, 
thereby destroying the reiative proportion 
heretofore existing between the said 
through rates and the local rates in this 
state, and which threatens to seriously 
affect the commercial and industrial inter- 
ests of the state of Georgia; therefore it 
becomes the duty of this commission to take 
into consideration the question of adjusting 
said local rates so as to establish the same 
relative proportion heretofore existing be- 
tween the local and the through rates, and 
thereby prevent the unjust discriminations 
made by the reduction of the through rates 
against many localities and the commer- 
Cial and industrial interests of this state. 

“You are hereby notified that the rail- 
road commission of Gergia, at 10 o'clock a. 
m., of the 10th day of September, at the 
office of the railroad commission, capitol 
building, city of Atlanta, state of Georgia, 
will consicer the necessity of adjusting 
said local rates to prevent such unjust dis- 
criminations and to take such other and 
further action as may be deemed necessary. 
You are invited to he present on that occa- 
sion, if you so desfre, and present such 
views to the board as you may wish to sub- 
mit in the premises.”’ 

This meeting will, no doubt, be largely 
attended, unless something turns up in the 
meantime to postpone the investigation. 
Certain circumstances which were observed 
yesterday indicated the possibility of an- 
other injunction, which would change the 
situation again. 


Cut Rates in Effect Today. 

Baltimore, September 4.—The war of rates 
waged by the Seaboard Air-Line against 
the Southern railway and other members 
of the Southern States Freight Association 
was reopened today with renewed vigor. 
The Seaboard Air-Line cut first-class pas- 
enger fares to Atlanta to $9, Chattanooga 
$13.10; Macon, $11.63; Montgomery, $14.25; 
Birmingham, $14, and New Orleans $23.5. 
Rates to immediate points are also reduced 
from 20 per cent to & per cent. It is stated 
that a reduction of over 30 per cent in 
freight rates will be made timorrow. 

The cut made by the Southern States 
Freight Association of about 38 per cent 
which goes into effect tomorrow, is surpris- 
ing in that the reauction does not affect 
all points reached by the interested lines, 
but merely affects those points which are 
reached also by the Seaboard Air-Line, 
or what are known as competitive points. 
This is said to be a violation of the long 
and short haul feature of the interstate 
commerce law and this portion of the law 
is its main feature. Just how the tnterested 
companies are going to get around the law 
in this instant is what is now interesting 
the Seaboard people. They claim that un- 
der the law, if rates are cut to one point 
they must be likewise reduced to all nearer 
points. This it appears has not been done 
by the associated lines, 


DAMAGES AGAINST THE ROAD. 


Verdict in a Suit in Which an-Expo- 
sition Ticket Played Part. 
Calhoun, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 
In the case of George M. McKenzie vs. the 
Southern railway today, the jury awarded 
the plaintiff . $250 damages. McKenzie 
bought a ticket from Chicago to the At- 
lanta exposition and return. He alleges that 
when he presented his ticket at the Atlanta 
validating office his ticket was stamped and 
signed properly, but as he was about to 
leave the office with it one of the agents 
snatched it from him and ased or at- 
tempted to erase, the stamp and signa- 
ture. He recovered his ticket and boarded 
a train for Chicago. The conductor re- 
fused to honor the ticket, and as McKen 
zie refused to pay, he was e je ected from 
the train at Plainville, in this county. 
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Put a Bullet in a Thief. 

Waycross, Ga., Sepiember 4.—(Special.)j— 
Richard Taylor, bookkeeper for W. T. Lott 
& Co., at Duke, in this county, this morn- 
ing shot C. McMillam, @ negro thief. The 
bullet passed through the negro's thigh, 
breaking the bone. McMillan was brought 
to Waycross and put in jail. The negro 
had stolen a watch and Taylor attempted 
to arrest him, when the negro resisted.

John McCullough To Be Arraigned for 
the Murder of His Wife. 


THE FEELING AGAINST HIM 


Lynching Is Feared if the Jonesboro 
Jury Does Not Convict the 
Prisoner. 


John McCullough, the farmer from Clay- 
ton county, who is now confined in the 
station house charged with the murder of 
his wife, will be tried before Judge Can- 
dier next Thursday in Jonesboro. The 
judge has announced this date, and the 
attorneys for both sides will be ready at 
that time. 

McCullough’s attorneys, HaGen & Den- 
son, express the hope of his being cleared, 
and McCullough is in the best of_ spirits. 
He is anxious for the trial to take place, 
and does not seem to fear to be taken 
back to the scene of his alleged crime. 

The feeling in Clayton county, where 
the terrible tragedy was committed, is in- 
tense against the accused man, it is said. 

Mr. Robert C. Alston, the well-known 
young attorney, returned to the city yes- 
terday from a professional visit to Jones- 
boro, and he expressed much surprise yes- 
terday afternoon at the strong sentiment 
which exists against McCullough on his 
native ‘heath. 

“You know,” said Mr. Alston, “those 
people firmly believe in McCullough’s guilt, 
and the sentiment is wonderfully against 
him. Those people are honest and con- 
servative, but they are thoroughly aroused 
Over this nrurder, and if the jury fails to 
convict McCullough there will be serious 
danger of a lynching. I had a talk with 
the solicitor who will prosecute the case, 
and he stated that he had plenty of evi- 
dence to convict.” 

Prosecution Does Not Talk. 

Ever since the tragedy occurred and the 
subsequent arrest of McCullough the at- 
torneys for the prosecution have been 
Ominously silent. They posifively refuse 
to give the evidence they have accumulated 
against the accused man. 

As a result there has been a wonderful 
change of feeling over the country in favor 
of the prisoner. No positive motive has 
been publicly ascribed for the crime, and 
the tramp theory has also inhuenced many 
to believe in McCullough’s innocence. 

The solicitor seems confident he will con- 
vict the man, but refuses to divulge his 
strong points. The trial next week will 
no doubt bring out new and Startling de- 
velopments, and will be attended by citi- 
zens not only from Clayton, but also fronr 
Surrounding counties. 
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SMITH MAKES A STATEMENT. 


What He Has To Say About His Wife’s 
Charges Against Him. 
W.S. Smith made a statement of his case 
yesterday as follows: 


“The latter part of last July Mrs. En- 
gesser, Mrs. Ella Smith's mojher, had me ar 
rested for neglecting to support minor chil- 
dren. | arranged the matter by paying 
$20 cash and agreed to pay $5 a month, be- 
ginning with the Ist of September. This 
was agreed to, and a paper signed to that 
efrect, and witnessed by Justice Bloodworth.

Il only had $5, having paid $4.45 for court 
costs, leaving me 55 cents, which I agreed 
to give to the ladies, after promising to 
give which I remembered IL had no change 
with me, so Il told the bailiff that I would 
want enough to get a shave out of the 
55 cents. He told me to go to Mrs. Engesser 
and she would give it to me. I went to 
her. She only had the 55 cents and could 
not change the 50-cent piece, so | told her 
not to mind, as I could get some money. 
Mrs. Smith spoke up and offered me the 
money, which I declined to take, and left 
about my business.

New York, September 4.—(Over the Paine- 
Murphy Company’s Private Wire.)—The 
advance in Tennessee Coal and Iron was 
in harmony with the advance in other low- 
priced stocks and in keeving with the usual 
policy of evening up which prevails in a 
rising nrarket.

Writes an Interesting Letter from 


Rockbridge Alum Springs. 

Rockbridge Alum Springs, Va., Septem- 
ber 4.—(Special Correspondence.)—It was 
hard to tear away from the charming Por- 
ter springs to come even here. ‘this has 
been a great year for the Rockbridge Alum. 
There have been many improvements, and 
the place has taken on new beauty end 
attractiveness. Five or six hundred guests 
have been here, and now, the best time 
for Georgians to prolong their visit, there 
are many that linger, loth to go. Atlanta 
has been splendidly represented, while all 
the guests are a rarely elegant crowd from

And 
there will be none, as there has been none, 
except money, like Oliver Twist, crying for 
more, makes it. 1lt has made every punic 
we ever had. 

1 would not write this were it party pol- 
itics. The ministry are needed to make 
men capable and worthy of voting, but 
they have no call of God or state to ascend 
the platform of political parties and tell 
men What party to support. it may cause 
such as are unwilling to make the gospel 
subordinate to party supremacy appear 
“pale green’ and to be ridiculed by their 
brethren of larger latitude and expecta- 
tions, but they are willing to be brayed at 
by the clergy of that kind. The money 
question is outside of and above ail parties. 
It is the issue being made cy American 
freeman for American independence, Itis 
the effort to undo the perfidy of surrepti- 
tious legislation, selling the eommon peo- 
ple for gold. It is the cry for help from the 
down-trodden and the despised. It is, as 
was said of the gospel’s earliest preachers, 
“the coming hither of such as will turn the 
world upside down.” Rightly so, for the 
world is wrong side up in this matter, and 
the shylocks are for getting both their 
gold and the pound of flesh. There isn't 
a more heartless and selfish policy con- 
ceivable in the mind of man than that 
which foreign capitalists have sought to 
fasten upon us, and the government has 
helped to do so, 

I am a bimetallist. There are sixteen 
reasons to one for that monetary system 
rather than for single standard anything. 
lor two thousand vears the miners have 
been teaching the world that God himself 
fixed this ratio in the natural deposits of 
these metals. Consider that sixteen times 
more silver than gold has been dug from 
the earth during these twenty centuries. 
The deposits of the metals are in such 
relative proportion as to tix by unwritten 
law the actual valuation. Abraham, 4,000 
years ago, used the double standard: and 
when silver was demonetized by Solomon 
and became of “‘no account in Jerusalem’ 
he Was about to ve succeeded by a fool 
and to leave his kingdom for dismember- 
ment and ruin. 

but the return of silver is at hand. 
ark of our prosperity has been in the hands 
of the Philistines’ too long. Life may have 
been lost by injudicious attempts to restore 
it to its proper place, but it has blessed the 
houses when it upon the wayside. 
The young ruler from the Platte is bring- 
ing it back, and great rejoicings and peuce 
and prosperity await its return, 

So the people tell me. The common peo- 
ple are for silver and Bryan—silver

Are Delighted with Their Practice 
Work on the Rifle Range—Their 
Stay in the Camp.

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After a stay of seven weeks at the Waco 
companies A, D, F and H, of the 
fighting fifth, returned to their quarters at 
Fort MePherson yesterday morning at 7 
o’clock. It was @ delightful trip that the 
men had, but, nevertheless, they were 
glad to get home. The weather throughout 
the whole trip was perfect, there was no 
mud to contend with and no rains. 

The scores of the different companies 
have not yet been made out, as the time 
has not been sufficient, but the men are 
watching their development with great in- 
terest, there being strong rivalry among 
them in regard to the best scores. Musician 
Twitty, of Company H, made the best 
all round score. 

Private Rinmelf of Company D, made the 
best score on the skirmish, in fact his skir- 
mish was a phenomenal one. He started 
at 600 yards and ran to 200 yards and then 
back to 600 yards, firing ten shots advanc ing 
and ten retreating. He fired twenty shots 
and hit the target twenty times, making 
a score of eighty points out of a possible 
hundred.

fever struck him and he was not satisfied 
until it was settled that he was to go too. 

He took his little Flobert rifle with him 
and trudged manfully beside the soldiers, 
taking steps that were almost as long as 
his body, and would not own that he was 
tired, until finally he was ordered into the 
Wagon. At the camp he was the pet of 
all the men. and when they went to practice 
on the range he would take his rifle and 
practice too, only he used birds and trees 
for targets.
